exprels Order from the King. The Duke de Bi- 
fignano San Severino, is made Chief Juftice of this 
Kingdom ; and Don Domenico de Sangro has the 
Government ofPozzuolo conferr’d on him for hisLife. 
Count Taun is on his Departure, leaving behind 
him a great Reputation for his good Govenment in 
thefe difficult Times. Cardinal Grimani his Suc- 
ceffor is {peedily expected, as is alfo the Prince of 
Darmftad who is to command in chief the Imperial 
Troops in this Kingdom. Several thoufand Perfons 
are gone out of this City to meet them on the 
Road. 

Venice, July 7. Ferdinand Charles Duke of Man- 
tua, died at Padua the 5th of this Month (being his 
Birth-Day) in the 56th Year of his Age. Advice of 
it is fentto the Princefs d’ Elboeuf his Second Wife, 
who is in a Monaftery in Lorrain; by whom he 
had no Children, nor any by his firft Wife. 

Some Letters from Venice of the 7th of July, ad- 
vife, that the 5th the Duke of Mantua had a faint- 
ing Fit ; and afterwards was fiez'd with fuch an 
Epilep{y or Appoplexy, that all Applications prov’d 
ineficual, We have no Accoynt of his making 
any Will. Count Marfigli had pafs’d by Venice in 
his Way to Rome, to take on him the Command of 
the Pope’s Troops. In the mean time the Report 
continues that an Accomodation between the Courts 
of Rome and Vienna is treating. 

Milan, July 7. Yefterday the Ambaffadors of the 
Republick of Lucca complimented the Queen of 
Spain, This Morning Her Majefty left this City, 
being extresmly farisfi.d with her Entertainment 
during her Stay here: She will lie to Night at Pavia, 
and thence continue her Journey to imbark at Vado. 
Genera] Vifconti, who is rerun’d hither from Turin, 
will {peedily fet out for Hungary, where he is to 
Serve this Campaign. Count Taun is daily ex- 
pected here from Naples, in his Way to command 
the Imperial Troops that are ro act with the Duke 
of Savoy. The Enemy have reinforc’d their Forces 
in Savoy with fome Bartallions. Moft of their Foot 
are about Exilles, Feneftrelles, and Mont Genevre ; 
and they fortify all the Avennues, Defiles and Emi- 
nencies,

*‘ Vendome kept the Field of Batcle and lay upon it ; 
‘ but at lait being inform’d we had repafs’d the 
‘ Schelde and that Prince Eugene’s Troops were 
“drawing near to joyn us, he thoughr fir, for the 
‘ good of the Service, to march to Ghent. We 
‘came to this Camp laft Night. Count Lotrum 
‘and M. Fagel had march’d before with 30 Bat- 
* tallions and 40 Squadrons to Comines, where they 
‘ are in Pofleition of the Enemy’s Lines. Our Army 
“lyes from this fide Menin to within a quarter of 
‘ a League of Comines, or at leaft of C. Lotrum’s 
“Right. Our Lofs in general is inconfiderable ; 2 
* or 3 Regimens, viz. thofe of Addercas, Prince of 
Heffe, and Collier, have fufferd more than o- 
‘thers. The Enemy have not fo much as one 
‘ Gngle Officer of ours Prifoner, that] can hear of, 
* except Hamiltona Captain in the Earl of Orkney’s 
‘ Regiment, and Major of a Brigade, who advan- 
cing tuofar when ic was quite dark, to reconnoi- 
“tre fome Squadrons that we were in doubr of 
* whether they were our Friends or Enemies, was 
‘ furrounded by them and taken. We have it now 
‘in our Power to Inveft which of the Enemies 
‘ Towns we pleafe, but we have not wherewithall 
‘ to carry on a Siege: Menin can furnifh us Bread 
* for at lea 15 or 16 Days, and we might get more 
‘ up from Bruffels ; but we have not battering Guns 
‘ or Mortars, or any thing elfe for a Siege, nearer 
‘ than Sas van Gent; from whence it feems impofli- 
‘ ble ro get them while the Piench continue to lie on 
‘ the Canal between Ghent and Bruges; which we 
‘apprehend they will do, becaufe it feems the 
beft of their Game. I: is feas’d they can fubfift 
“fome Time there, and it feems hard, if not im- 
‘ poffible to force the Canal upon them, which is 
‘ both broad aud deep, with high and fteep Banks 
‘ on each fide. We fena out this Night however a

From the Camp at Weswick, July 19. Since we 
began to demolith the Lincs, feveral Detachments 
have been fent into the Enemy’s Country. One of 
800 Horfe and Dragoons commanded by Brigadict 
Devitz advanc’d to Arras, 12 Leagues from hence, 
and burnt the Suburbs of thar Place: They are re- 
tuin’dthis Morning with go Prifoners, having Joft 
only 9 &en on their March.
